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Letter to the Editor: 

As the cost of a college edu- 
cation continues to rise, poten- 
tial students and their families 
are in constant search for schol- 
airship opportunities to help 
defer expenses. There are schol- 
arships available on all levels: 
national, state and local. The 
national and state level scholar- 
ships are somewhat difficult to 
obtain due to the extensive field 
of applicants. Despite the diffi- 
cully in getting a national or 
state. sponsored scholarship, 
Elba High School has experi- 
enced success on these levels in 
the recent past. However, 
because many of these national 
and state sponsored scholarships 
recognize only one. student of 
40,000 for example, many well- 
deserving, hard-working stu- 
dents*aresleft lacking in college 
funds 

Having worked with high 
school seniors and scholarships 
for the past three years, I have 
seen the need for increased 
locally supported. scholarships 
for Elba High students. A on- 
time seholarship.in the amount 
of $500 for example, can make a 
difference for a college-bound 
student. Five hundred’ dollars 
will buy books for one, maybe 
two semesters or cover 1/4 to 
1/3 of a semester tuition 
(depending on the institution).
